HE late Marfhal de Vauban was fo fa- 
moas in Europe for his great Ability in 
fortifying Places and direGting Sieges, 
that we think the Publick will nor be 
difpleas'd with the following Account of 

yim taken from the Pars Mercury. 


From the Mercure for the Month of April. 
(G Bbaftian le Preftre de Vauban, Lord of Bazoches 
‘Vauban, Pierre-Pertuis, Pouilly-Cervon, la 


* Chaume, Epiry, and other Places, Knight of the 


‘ King’s Orders, Marfhal of France, Grand-Crofs of 
* the military Order of St. Lewis, Commiffary Ge- 
‘ neral of the Fortifications of France, and Govern- 
‘our of the Citadel of Lifle, died in Paris the 30th 
‘ of March 1707, inthe 76th Year of his Age. 

‘ He was Son of ‘Urban le Preftre Lord of Vau- 
‘ban. He married Jeanne d’Onoy of the Family 
‘of the Baron of Epiry in Nivernois: She died in 
‘1705. He had by her two Daughters ; the eldcft 
‘is married to John-Baprift de Megrigny, Count 
‘ de Villebertin, Nephew of M. de Megrigny Go- 
‘ vernour of the Citadel of Tournay. The younger 
‘was married in 1691 to Lewis Bernin Marquis 
‘dUffe in Touraine, Comprroller General of the 
King’s Houfehofd. | 

* The Marfhal de Vauban went into the Service 
‘inthe Year 1651. He firft carried a Mufquer in 
‘ theRegiment of Conde: At that time thatRegiment 
‘ was in aParty that oppos’d hisMajefty’sGovernment 
‘ He remov'd afterwards into the Regiment of Horfe 
‘of M.du Montal, who was of the fame Province 
‘ashimfelf, and made him a Lieutenant. Being 
‘taken Prifoner, Cardinal Mazarin advis'd him 
‘earneftly to enter into the King’s Service. He 
‘ follow’d his Counfel, and had a Company given 
‘him in the Regiment of Foot of la Ferre. He 
‘ receiv’'d two Wounds in the Siege of Stenay; one 
‘in his Bady, the other in his Fate, the Scar of 
‘which remain'’d very vifible. In 1657 he ferv'd 
‘asIngenier in the Siege of Montmedy under the 
* Marthal de la Ferte, who was fo taken with him, 
“that he faid openly, thas young Fellow will one Day 
attain the chief military Honours. In 1667 he had 
‘the Direction of all the Sieges the King made 
* that Campaign ; and from that Time conftantly 
“had the Direction of all the Sieges his Majcfty 
“ made in Perfon, as alfo of many others under the 
* Generals commanding his Majefty’s Armies ; name- 
‘fly thofe of Aire in 1676, of St. Guiflain in 1677, 
' of Luxembourg in 1684, of Philipsbourg in 1688, 
of Charleroy in 1693, of Acth in 1697, and of 

 Brifack in 1703. 
‘ His Majefty committed to his Care all the For- 
tifications of the Kingdom ; and made him feveral 
Confiderable Gratifications. He gave him 
} Louis d'Or after the Siege of Maeftricht in 1673 : 
, 75000 Livres after the Siege of Valenciennes : 

75000 Livres after the Siege of Ghent: 33000 
\ Livres after the Siege of Luxembourg: 100000 
Livres after the Siege of Mons: And after the 
_ Siege of Namur, his Majefty did him the Ho- 

nour to let him dine with him at his own Table, 
and gave him 120000 Livres. 

- Fi€ Was made Major-General in the Year 1676, 
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“and Lieutenant-General in 1688. Tho’ his prin- 
‘cipal Employment was the Direction of Siegés 
* when he ferv'd in the Armies, yet he had the Pay 
“of Major-General or Lieurenant-General. He 
‘commanded the Troops at Dunkisk in 1629 in 
* Quality of Lieutenant-General. In 1693 he was 
* made Grand-Crofs of the Order of St. Lewis, ard 
‘ in 1694 and 1695 he commanded in Chief in the 
* 4 Bifhopricks of the lower Britauy. He was mace 
“ Marhhal of France in 1703, and Knight of the 
* Order of the Holy Ghoft in 1705. 

‘I muft not omit, that in 1668 the King con- - 
‘ ferr'd on him the Government of the Citadel of 
* Lifle, which was built by his Dire@tion. In 1680 
‘ his Majefty gave him the Government of Doway, 
‘ which he foid in 1682 to M. de Pommereu Cap- 
‘tain of the Guards for 150000 Livres. In 1684 
* the King conferr'd on him a 2d Time the Govern- 
* ment of Lifle, upon the Removal of Mr. du Meis 
‘ from thence to Gravelines. 

‘ To his military Qualities was joyn'd a Love for 
* Literature, and Beneficerce to Men of Ler- 
‘ters. This was the more valuable in him, 
“ becaufe he mde no Oftentation of ir, nor would 
* even fuffer the Learned whom he befriended 10 
‘make him any publick Acknowledgmen's. He 
* gave one Proof of this rare Mof@efty a little Time 
* before his Death, refufing to have the Hiftory of 
‘ Prince Ragotski (which is but newly publifh'd) 
* dedicated to him. 

* The Acadethy of Scitnces; of which te was a 
‘ honorary Member, caufing a Solemn Service to be 
‘ perform’d for him, as their Cuftoin is on the 
‘ Deaths of their Members, the whole Society ap- 
‘ pear’d at it, which was never known befote ; and 
‘ above Fourfcore Men of Literature were coutit- 
“ed there.

‘ The 4th of May the Royal Academy of Sciences 

* affembled, and M. de Fonrenelles their Secretary 


read a Funeral Oration in Praife of the deceas'd 


* Marfhal de Vanban. 
* Among other things, he faid of him, That in 

* Sieges, he chofe rather to make them long, and to 

* acquire the lefs Glory, than to lavith the Blood of 
‘ theSoldiers in too rapid Conquefts ; and little heed- 
‘ ed the Bluftring of the Courtiets, who fafe and at 

‘ their Eafe talk’d of puthing on more furioufly. The 

‘ Time of Peace was not a Time of Reft to the 
‘ Marfhal de Vauban ; he employ’d it in cultivating 

‘ the Mathematicks, as a Science heft fuiting bis 
‘ Profeifion, and particularly that Part of the Ma- 
* thematicks which relates to War. He put to- 
* gether in his Hours of Leifure (the Title he gave 

‘ co 12 large Volumes in Folio of Collections that he 

‘left behind) wharever concerns Fortification; the 
‘ good Condué& of military Forces, the Direction 
“of a Siege, dnd divers other Matters. a 
‘ Time eefore he died, he prefented to the King a 
‘ Manulcripr, of ineftimable Valne in the Jndg- 
‘ ment of the moft knowing Perfons, about Fortifi- 
* cations and the.Manner of attacking a Place ; and 
‘ défigning it folely for his Majefty’s own Ufe, be 
* told him when he put it into his Hands, thar for 
‘ that Reafon he had forborn to have it printed. 
‘ The Marthal de Vauban’s Good Nature appear'd 
‘ principally in the €ate he cook all his Life to eafe 
‘ the Soldiers and to advance the @ffficers. — 
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‘ he found Merit and Valour in Officers, he became 


-. Patron; and did not concent bimfelf wich 
them, and making them 
Offers of Services ; but his Purfe was open to 
them at all Times, and he took a Pleafure to pre- 
vent their asking, and even to devine their Ne- 
ceificies : And when he had exerci» d his Liberalicy 
towards them, he was tender of theic Madefty, 
and careful to {pare them the uneafy Task of 
making {ubmiifive Acknowledgments, which Men 
of Honour are often forc'd to go through 
when they receive Favours from others, by telling 
them it was fic he fhould diftribu:e.among thein 
what the King’s excellive Bounty had render'd 

to him. 
wound up his Oratiou by 
telling the Aifembly, thac the Marfhal de Vauban 
had built from the Foundation 30 Places of ftrength 
within the Kingdom, among which the Citadel 
of Lifle is to be admir'd fora of Arr, 
be having taken Particular Pains in ortifying it ; 
that he repair'd 300 other Places ; that he had the

in which his Knowledge in War might be any
